Botkin, with a foreward by Bernard 
DeVoto contains 500 histories and 50 
folksongs for Westerners themselves 
from their national heritage.

as the stories tell of the Indians, 
Trappers, Hunters and Cowboys. 
Mixed in with their story, are the 


stories of the horses and cattle, the

The book-is compiled from the ac- 
counts and writings of many peoples 
from tales told around the campfires, 
old newspapers and books, from mag- 
azine files and archives.
